EXPLOSION 


INVESTIGATION 


New York, Dec. 20—Investigation of 


the explosion In the New York Cou; 


tral power house, which yesterday 
caused ten deaths, (he injury of more 
than 100 persona'and a money I w 
estimated at upwards of ?2,000,000, 
was corillmie'd -with-steal today by 
city and county authorities. 


Although the exact source of the 


disaster has not been determined, (t 
may be 'found that a handful of sand 
or the different placing of a timber 
pile would have saved the city from 
the shock and -tremendous damage 
of the .explosion. 
It 
is generally 


conceded that the first cause ot the 
upheaval was a runaway train of 
electric-: cars In the Central cut near 
50th street and Lexington avenue that 
crashed over a bumper against the 
power house, broke a feed pipe and 
caused a large quantity of gas to ac- 
cumulate in the power house base- 
ment.
